HIS VIEWS ON THE CURRENCY. 

New Tonk, Aug. 16.—Samuel F. Cary, in 
his letter accepting the nomination of the Inde- 
pendent Greenback party for Vice-President of 
the United States, says: No man can mistake 


my position. I declare: 


“* First—That I am in favor of restoring the 
—— dollar to its old position as the unit of 
value. 

** Second—That all National Bank notes should 
be withdrawn from circulation. 

“ Third—That paper money should consist ex- 
clusively of notes issued by the Government, 
with such legislation as would cause them to be 
fully equal in value to the specie dollar, under 
all circumstances and throughout all time. 

“ Fourth—That interconvertible bonds of the 
Government be an equitable rate of inter- 
est should be issued, so that the money circula- 
tion may be determined, not by an arbit 
law ef Congress, nor by a board of nation 
bankers. but by the laws of trade and com- 
merce, or, in other words, by the demands of 
business. The gold basis of acurrency is a 
sham and acheat. The true basis is the nation- 
al credit, represented by interest-bearing 
bonds. Stripped of all disguises, the point 
at issue is whether National Banks shall 
furnish all the currency, or whether 
it shall be supplied by the Government. Both 
of the old parties are directly committed to the 
policy of an unlimited issue of National Bank 
notes, and withdrawal and cancellation of all 
Government . The-wildest inflation of 
National Bank notes is provided for in the Re- 
sumption act, which both parties are m favor of, 
differing only aste the time when the work 
shall be completed. I shail avail - myself of an 
early opportunity to presentan ad s to the 
people of the United States, showing the causes 
which have brought business mento the verge of 
bankruptcy and the working classes to starva- 
tion,—causes which, if left to operate, must re- 
sult in financial embarrassment and ruin to 
individuals, to corporations, to municipalities, 
to the States, and the nation; showing also that 
the policy of the Independent party is the only 
one that can bring salvation. Even if we do not 
attain complete success, we shall rally a force 
of earnest, true men in each of the States to 
whichever party succeeds in the election, and 

revent its accomplishing the purpose to which 
th are now pledged.“

FINKELNBURG DECLINES. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Aug. 16.—The Committee ap- 
pointed by the late State Republican Conven- 
tion to officially notify Gustavus A. Finkeln- 
burg of his nomination for Governor, called on 
that gentleman this afternoon and performed 
the duty assigned to them. In reply, Mr. Fink- 
lenburg stated he had repeatedly said he 
would not be a candidate; that he 
sent a letter to the Convention 
—— declining the nomination, and now 
after still reflecting on the subject, he reiterated 
his former statements, and respectfully but 
positively declined the nomination. He did not 

ve any specific reasons for his declination, but

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 15.—An emotional ele- 
ment has becn introduced into the political cam- 
paign in this State, and the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor is now hanging on the ragged 
edge of a most immoral Niagara.

STORE-CHECKS. 

It will be noticed that some of the labor ac- 
counts figure up as high as 000. The men 
received the paper, and when it became due 
they were given new paper, aud so on ad libitum; 
some took this sort of pay for years. This 
would have been all right the notes passed 
current at the Company's store. But here an- 
other swindle was perpetrated. The men were 
given what were known as ‘“store-checks,”’ and 
these ouly were available for goods at the store. 

fHE WICKED-PARTNER PLEA. 

Perhaps I have said a great deal in regard to 
Mr. Tilden, but I have hardly yet told all. My 
facts I gained from sources which cannot. be 
gainsayed by any man. They are the best men 
in Marquette County, including Negaunee, Ish- 
peming, and Marquette. Even the Democrats 
could tind but little defense for the action of 
Samuel J. Tilden. They claim that he did not 
know what was going on up herein the Penin- 
sula. That may be, but it looks very thin. 
Samuel J. Tiiden is -presumed to be 
a shrewd business man. He has in- 
vested here some $500,000. Does be 
know itis here? He is hated here, and will 
not carry this county, though it is generally 
deemed Democratic.

BREITUNG ON THE LABOR-DEBT. 
Last evening I had an interview with Mr. Ed- 
ward Breitung, aman well known throughout 
Michigan; be resides at Negaunee. At the in- 
terview, which took place in the Barnum House, 
Ishpeming, Capt. Mitchell, Mayor of Negaunce, 
was present. Mr. Breitung is the gentleman 
who was selected to call on Mr. Tilden and 
get him tq subscribe $1,100 to aid 
in paying off the labor-debt. Mr. Breitung was 
not then a stockholder, he having sold his 
shares previously to Mr. O' Neil. However, 
Mr. Breitung did own at onetime 220 shares, 
and, though he was not a party interested at 
the time of the failure, he was willing to put in 
his share towards paying the men. As above 
stated, there was about $18,000 due to laborers 
at the time the Michigan Iron Company ool- 
lapsed. Mr. Breitung stated that he went to 
Marquette, where he met Mr. Peter White and 
Mr. Fay, one of the Boston stockholders. These 
three gentlemen, with a few others, talked 
the matter over. It was then in 
the midst of winter. The poor 
men who had been employed by the Company 
— all had large families to support. They 
were literally homeless and penniless, and they 
wanted to make some efforts to relieve their 
wants and keep them from starving. It was 
finally proposed, and agreed to, that Mr. Breit- 
ung should visit all the Eastern and Western 
stockholders, and get them to subscribe $10 
per share, which, on 12,000 shares, would 
amount to $120,000, or more than enough to 
pay dollar for dollar to the poor laboring men, 
some of whom were really in need of food. 
Mr. Fay gave Mr. Breitung a letter to Mr. 
Story, of Boston, a well-known attorney, who 
represents large estates, and who at that time 
was the trustee for a large number of stock- 
holders in the Michigan Iron Company. Mr. 
Story readily fellinto the idea of assessing the 
stock $10 per share, and be drew up an agree- 
ment, which contained the condition that it 
should be signed by all the stockholders, ex- 
cepting some one or two, Who were widows and 
orpliaps, ami were unable to pay, s0 
that over $118,000 would have been pro- 
cured had Samuel Tilden con- 
sented to sign. The Eastern stockholders all 
aflixed their names to the agreement, but they 
made one provision, and that was that the West- 
ern stockholders should put in their share, and 
especially that Samuel J. Tilden should come to 
the scratch. 
SAYS MR. BREITUNG: 

They were very particular about Mr. Tilden 
putting up his share: they seemed to know him, 
and some of the gentlemen were very emphatic 
about Samuel J. Tilden, I tell you; I didn’t 
know now it was, but it is so.“ Mr. A.B. Meeker, of 
Chicago, owned 640 shares, and Mr. A. G. Clark, 
of Chicago, was another large stockholder.

THE COMMITTEE. 
YESTERDAY'S DEVELOPMENTS. 

The members of the County Board had re- 
turned from their Lemont spree yesterday, 
and in the afternoon the Joint Committee on 
Public Buildings and Public Service was tn ges- 
sion to consider the matter of stone for the new 
Court-House. All of the members of the Com- 
mittee were present, and the attendance of 
stone men told plainly the interest they felt tn 
the question. They had expected a very lively 
meeting, and what follows shows that they did 
not miss the mark. The visit to Lemont ap- 
peared to have intensified the interest of the 
“Ring” in Walker, and throughout 
the meeting Walker and his stone 
occupied their minds to the exclusion 
of everything except their several proportions 
of the steal in the event of his getting the 
contract. The feeling was positive, and equal- 
ed enly by the earnestness of the enmity felt 
for his rivals, as illustrated during the visit to 
Lemont, where ene bidder narrowly escaped 
being thrown into the canal as the result of his 
standing up for his rights. The trip had been 
for no other purpose than to kill Mr. Fanning’s 
bid in one way or another, and that it was suc- 
cessful was apparent before the assembling of 
the Committee. 

ANOTHER CONFERENCB. 

The first order of business was the reading of 
the communication from the City Clerk, invit- 
ing a conference of the Building Committee of 
the City Council with the county authorities in 
the matter of stone. 

Mr. Cleary wanted the conference held Fri- 
day, and Mr. Schmidt seconded the motion. 

Mr. Carroll wanted the conference held this 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

Mr. McCaffrey wanted the matter of confer- 
ence deferred until the bonds of the bidders had 
been examined, etc. 

Mr. Van Osdel, of the Building Committee of 
the Council, being present, was asked by the 
Chair when it would best suit his Committee to 
confer, and ne replied that he was ready at any 
tume, but Friday would suit him better. 

The motion ef Mr. Carroll was then put, and 
prevailed. 

Mr. Johnson called for the limestone bids, 
which were produced and read. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading, Architect 
Egan was asked to again furnish the ittee 
with a statement as to the quantity and several 
sizes of stone that wonld be needed in the 
building, which he did. It has already been 
published. 

After the reading of the classification of the 
stone, 

MR. JOHNSON 

took the floor and said that he had just returned 
from Lemont, where he had examined thor- 
oughly the several quarries. He then read 
a statement of the thickness of the 

of the stone in the 4 of e 
Excelsior Stone Company, to show that the 
stone was not thicker than 1 foot and 1 te 2 
inches, and that it could not possibly furnish 
the stone, hence Fanning’s bid and Orlean's bid 
were not worth consideration. They had of- 


fered to give this quarry as security, and to 
get the stone from the same if the contract was 


He also spoke of the ledges in the other quar- 
ries, and came to the conclusion that . 
but Walker could furnish the stone. 

Mr. Magennis, representing the Illinois Stone 
Company, complained of the statement of Mr. 
Johnson, saying that he had entirely overlooked 
the stone in his quarry, over 2 feet thick. As 
for quantity, he had enough stone to build 10,- 
000 Court-Houses. 

MR. FANNING 

was next called and asked some questions about 
the security he would give if the contract was 
awarded him. He had sent a list of his securi- 
ties to the Board in a communication, and while 
he was not prepared to add to it the entire City 
Directory, he would allow the Board to select 
100 names, and he would supply 100 more that 
were better. He then read a statement from 
the Excelsior Stone Company, guaranteeing to 
him that they would furnish all the stone of the 
thickness wanted, and enter intoa contract with 
the county to that effect. 

M.. Jobnson—But the stone is not in their 


quarry. 

Mr. Fanning—It is, sir, but not thoroughly 
developed. 

oi Conly—You say the stone ts not envel- 
oped ? 

Mr. Fanning—The stone ts at present envel- 
oped “ in clay, but there is a vast difference be- 
tween “enveloping” and developing.“ 
[Laughter.] He continued to say that the 
stone was in Lemont in abundance outside of 
Walker’s quarries, and it would be furnished 
him on his coutract, except for the pilasters and 
columns, which he never calculated to build of 
that stone, because he did not regard it as fit 
for the work. He then entered into a scientific 
dissertation upon the formation of stone, etc., 
to back up his opinions. 

Mn. EGAN 

took sides with Mr. Fanning, and indorsed his 
position in reference to the unfitness of Lemont 
stone for the pilasters and columns. He had 
always opposed the construction of the pilasters 
of limestone, on the ground that he did not be- 
lieve the stone was durable. He had always rec- 
ommended granite for the work. 

Mr. McCaifrey asked Mr. Egan as to his 
8 between lime and sandstone for the 

uilding, to which that gentleman replied in 
substance that he saw little difference b 
good sandstoue and good limestune. As a mat- 
ter of architectural beauty, he had recommended 
limestone, all else being equal, and he was not 
prepared to recede from his position, believing 
that he was right then and now. 

Mr. Fanning then called the attention of the 
Committee to some experience he had bad in 
the use of the stone from Walker’s thick ledges, 
which it was * to put into the pilasters 
and columns. e had used the stone in the 
Church of the Holy Name, one massive block in 
particular, and it had, by being exposed to the 
air, crumbled away. The ledge was anything 
else than solid and com pact. 

MR. WALKER 
responded in defense of his stone, and entered 
into a general dissertation on the stone forma- 
tion, etc. He concluded by saying that the best 
evidence of the value of his stone was, that he 
was paid better prices for it than other quarry- 
men were for theirs, aud turned to sume dealers 
around to back up his position. 

The respunses he received were anything but 
encouraging,—Mr. Messinger replying that he 
bad never purchased his stone because it was a 
mixture of flint and chalk. 

Mr. Walker—I never heard of that pefore. 

Mr. Fanning—The fact is, you have no solid 
stone in your thick ledge, and you know it. 
| Laughter. } 

Mr. Egan was then asked if he was satisfied 
that the Aux Sable stone was strong enough 
and of the necessary quality for the pilasters 
and columns, to which he replied in the amirma- 
tive. All which was a triumph for sandstone. 

MR. GUENTHER 

called for some information from the quarry- 
men in reference to the 1 and quality of 
Lemont stone, and Mr. Singer replied that no 
one quarry could furnish the stone, but whoev- 
er got the contract would have to depend on his 
neighbors. He would not make the pilasters 
and columns of Lemont stone under any cir- 
cumstances, as it was positively unfit for the 
work, even if set on its natural bed, He would 
prefer sandstone or the Bedford limestone for 
the pilasters, either of which was better adapt- 
ed to this part of the Court-House. 

Messrs. Walker, Magennis, and others, then 
explained the loss or wastage that would occur 
in getting out the necessary stone from their 
respective quarries, the former stating that 
there would be no wastage in his quarry.

The use of limestone for the columns, pilas- 
ters, and basement steps would be an outrage, 
in the light of the abundant experie 
have of this material for such purposes. 
well known that limestone owes ite ori 
formation to shells and corals which have 
triturated * waves, and afterwards com- 
pacted together. That this stone contains more 
or less impurities in the form of clay, sand, 
tale, or other substances which have become in- 
corporated with it during the process of tritu- 
ration, is also well known. The chemical 
action of the atmosphere, it has been well as- 
certained, produces a change in _ the 
entire matter of this stone in exact 
proportion tothe surface presented, and the 
mechanical action due to atmospheric causes 
occasions either a removal or disruption of the 
exposed particles,—the first by means of power- 
ful wind and driving rain, and the latter by the 
congelation of water forced into or absorbed by 
the external portions of the stone, and the ex- 
pansive power of frozen water is immense. 

These effects, besides, are reciprocal, chem- 
ical action rendering the stone liable to be more 
easily affected by mechanical action, which 
latter, by constantly presenting new sur- 
faces, “accelerates the a ef- 
fects of the former. The very 
nature of limestone, therefo forbids 
its use in a climate like ours for a lasting ar- 
chitectural monument of the intelligence acd 
liberality of the age, such as the new Court- 
House must surely be intended to be. 

The safest rule to be guided by is the lesson 
which experience has everywhere taught, name- 
ly: that the stone which possesses the 
specific gravity possesses also the greatest co- 
hesive a absorbs the least quantity of 
water, and disintegrates least by expusure to 
the weather. 

In the face of these facts, which we confident-

beyond all matter of doubt, utterly useless for 
the purpose, and its adoption will but present 
another link iu the chain of shameless official 
corruption which has of late bound so much of 
the administration of public affairs in its pestit- 
erous coils. The Lemont stone is so laminated 
and stratified that a mass of sufficient size for 
advantageous use in a stately building of an 
ornamental character can hardly be found, to 
say nothing of the inferior quality of the de- 
posit itself, mixed as it is with clayey and 
chalky material. The iniquity of appiying to 
such an erection a material which invites, by its 
very formation, the most speedy disintegration 
from atmospheric exposure, must be apparent 
to any one who will give the subject that serious 
consideration which ordinary prudence and com- 
mon honesty must suggest when the expendi- 
ture of so large an amount of public money ts 
about to be made. 

The Committee may as well understand at 
Once that their movements in this most impor- 
tant matter are being closely scanned and vi 
lantly watched.

Carcaco, Aug. 16.—There is no need to fish for

THE CONFEDERATES’ LAST GASP. 
The bill authorizing the filling-up of the 


skeleton cavalry regiments for the prosecu- 
tion of the war against the Sioux Indians 
under the leadership of Srrro Bor. was 
finally passed in the House only by the 
obstinate refusal of the Senate to agree to an 
adjournment without it. The Confederates 
made desperate efforts to avoid it, and the 
session has actually been prolonged two or 
three days by filibustering, with the hope 
that the Senate would either recede or accept 
a compromise in raising voluntéers. The 


Confederates in the House were willing to 
agree to calling 5,000 volunteers, or double 
the number of men it will require to fill up 
the regular cavalry, and at double the 
cost for the present, with a future cost 
for bounties, pensions, etc., that is be- 
yond all estimate, rather than increase 
the efficiency of the regular army. Two 
or three times they refused to sanction 


‘| the conclusion reached by the Conference 
Committee, and when the bill was finally 
passed, in order to secure adjournment and 


because the Northern Democrats began to 


see that the real motive for opposing it was 
apparent to the country, there were 39 votes 
against it in the small number present, only 
4 of which were furnished by Northern Dem- 
ocrats and the other 35 by Southern Con- 
federates.

Even the Southern newspapers 
print them boldly. The Confederates pro- 
pose to hold the Republicans of the South 
by the throat witha cocked pistol at their 
heads. That is what they are doing. Their 
Northern allies do not propose that the Gov- 
ernment shall have the power to meet this 
intimidation with the strong arm of author- 
ity. To do so would be to render the defeat 
of Tum and Henpricss certain; yet not 
to do so may precipitate upon this country 
ail the ills which the same sectional party 
and race-issue once before brought upon it.

THE FAVORITE STONE-CONTRACTOR. 

Mr. Epwimr Water, the favorite stone- 
contractor of the Court-House Ring, whom 
it is proposed to pay at the rate of about 
$500,000 more than the same work and 
material can be obtained for from others, has 
not a very savory reputation. If the stories 
are true relative to this Mr. ED]WW Wa.xen's 
appear ce before the Grand Jury that was 
in session in Cook County in February, 1875, 
then he is not the kind of man from whom 
any bid should be accepted or to whom any 
contract should be awarded. For the con- 
clusion that must inevitably be reached from 
these stories about Mr. Wauxenr is that there 
is not any surplus truth in his possession, 


“and that fair dealing cannot reasonably be 


expected from him. 

The Grand Jury to which we have referred 
was engaged in investigating the gambling 
in Chicago, and had gone to work on that 
part of the law which makes the owner of a 
building a sort of sponsor for his tenants, 
and requires him to keep it free from 
gambling-hells. ._Mr. Waker was the re- 
puted owner of a building in which there 
was a gambling-house genefally understood 
to be the property of Mm McDonatp, some- 
what notorious as a boss gambler and 
Democratic politician. Mr. Walks, we 
have been informed by an ex-Grand Juror, 
was called before the Grand Jury and testi- 
fied that he had leased the rooms to some 
unknown party, but that his agent who 
made the leases was in New York and not to 
be found. The Grand Jury, we are told, 
found the agent nevertheless, and it is 
believed he had not been out of town. 
When the leases were produced, which 
Waker is said to have sworn were original 
and made out the May previous, it was dis- 
covered that the name of this unknown 
party was written in with different ink 
which seemed to be only a day or so old. 
We are further informed by an ex-Grand 
Juror that Mr. Warm was subsequently 
forced to confess that such was the case, not- 
withstanding his previous statement. Of 
course all these statements, if made, were 
made under oath, and any man contradicting 
himself under oath is not entitled to be be- 
lieved or trusted under any circumstances 
where his own interests are involved. 

Now if the job is pregsed in the Board to 
let the stone contract to this Mr. Epwin 
Waxes at a rate exceeding other bids by 
half a million dollars for the entire work, let 
Mr. Burpicx, or Mr. GuENTHER, or some of 
the honest members, turn to the records, find 
the names of the Grand Jurors of February, 
1875, and call some of them before the Board 
to verify or disprove the statement that is 
made relative to his veracity under oath. If 
it is found to be substantially correct, and 
the ED Ww] Waxes before the Grand Jury is 
the same Epwm Warm who wants the 
stone job at the rate of half a million higher 
than others bid, then it will be an additional 
reason for not letting him the contract at 
any price.

DEMOCRATIC CORRUPTION. 
The burden of the Democratic hue and 


cry is the corruption of the Administration. 
The party organs are full of it. The Demo- 
cratic Convention filled its platform with it.

Dx, the most corrupt of modern politicians, 
says: What do we find? Everywhere abuses, 
peculations, frauds, and corruption, until we 
are almost becoming ashamed of the institu- 
tions of our country, and, instead of holding 
them up as examples for the imitation of op-

Bala on 15 are perfectly sage. For God's sake let our 
friends turn all their attention to New Jersey, and 
not be caught napping there as in Connecticat. My 


father wishes me to say w to you. Yours truly, 
J. Van BUREN. 


All the parties mentioned above, Manor, 
the two Van Bonus, and the two defaulters, 
Swartwour and Horr, were Democrats in 
good standing, and the confessions made by 
their letters show that Administrative cor- 
ruption was good Democratic doctrine. In 
the light of these documents and numerous 
others that could be produced, show- 
ing up Democratic embezzlements, lob- 
by and swindling stock jobs, and 
ballot-box stuffing, the current Democratic 
outcry of corruption as something which has 
come to the surface during the past half- 
dozen years, is too absurd for further notice. 
In view of the fact, however, that corruption 
has always been a Democratic practice in the 
past, and that TILDxw is the prominent rep- 
resentative of Democratic corruption in the 
present, it is little wonder that the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer (Democratic) was recently con- 
strained to say : 


It could not but be that a man educated in cun- 
ning, in hypocrisy, in iniquity, nominated in cor- 
ruption and shameless effrontery, even though hia 
millions could elect him, would give us the most 
corrupt Administration the country has ever known. 


TAX-MACHINERY. 

We printed yesterday the letter of Mr 
Exuiott Anruony on the subject of taxation 
and the laws for its collection. The letter is 
an admirable one, and is especially timely in 
this State. In it is explained the rise of the 
extraordinary difficulties which prevail in 
Illinois in the collection of revenue. The 
doctrine grew into favor some time in 1841 
and subsequent years, when the State had 
suspended payments and was ranked as hav- 
ing repudiated, and when public and private 
credit had sunk to the lowest ebb, that taxes 
being heavy, they ought not to be paid. The 
failure of the Internal Improvement system 
had left the State responsible for a heavy 
debt, and there were not wanting dema- 
gogues who beldly took the ground that it 
would be oppressive to tax the people to pay 
either interest or principal, and that if a tax 
was levied the best thing was to refuse pay- 
ment. A result was, that after an abortive 
effort to collect a tax, taxation for that pur- 
pose was abandoned. Then came loss of 
credit, suspension of trade and productions, 
and hard times.” All taxes became 
oppressive. Under these circumstances 
there grew up a popular antagonism to taxes 
generally, which anfagonism is expressed in 
BLacKWELL’s definition of taxes: *‘ Burdens 
or charges imposed by the legislative power 
of a State upon persons or property to raise 
money for public purposes.” Popular senti- 
ment under the false teaching of successful 
repudiation recognized taxation as an unjust 
exaction. To charge aman with a tax was 
like charging him with a crime; in both 
cases he claimed the presumption of law that 
he was innocent until found guilty ; and that 
in the trial to recover a tax the citizen was 
entitled to every detail of technical particu- 
larity, exactitude, and proof that he could 
claim in a trial under indictment, for murder. 
The Courts, which were not superior to the 
influence of public opinion, accepted this 
doctrine that a tax was an attempt to de- 
prive a man of his property without con- 
sideration, and that it was the duty of the 
Courts to insist in defense of the citizen upon 
the strict compliance with every detail of the 
law, and that errors, however trivial or acci- 
dental, even in punctuation or description, 
were to be treated as fatal to the demands of 
the State.

In these various copyings it is impossible to 
escape mistakes of figures, words, commas, 
and semicolons; and each time a 5 is 
erroneously copied as a 3,” Jonx Hamppen 
is trotted into court to demand and have the 
tax declared void! These twenty-seven to 
thirty manuscript volumes annually have al- 
ready accumulated, and in afew years they 
will constitute a library requiring a special 
building for their safe-keeping. This same 
multitudinous bookkeeping is going on in 
the 101 other counties of the State, and is 
required by the Revenue law, which in turn 
is ingeniously constructed to dodge and 
evade the anti-tax rulings of the Courts. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has within the last few years laid a crushing 
hand upon all attempts coming within its 
jurisdiction to avoid taxation on any other 
ground than fraud, or taxation of property 
not lawfully subject to tax, or where the tax 
was levied without legal authority or for an 
unlawful purpose. It has treated all attempts 
to escape taxation on any other ground with 
undisguiséd contempt as unworthy the re- 
spect of Courts. Courts in many States have 
also taken ground against all attempts to 
evade taxes except on objections going tothe 
merits of the tax itself. Now that our Su- 
preme Court has shown by its recent decis- 
ions a purpose to recognize that Govern- 
ments are essential, and that taxes are 
essential to the continuance of Governments, 
and that each man owes it as a duty to con- 
tribute his share to maintain the Govern- 
ment whose blessings and benefits he en- 
joys, and thus rendering the vast machinery 
and detail of the State Revenue law unneces- 
sary, is it not a proper time for the Legis- 
lature to abolish that machinery ? 

Taxes are by the Constitution made essen- 
tial to the support of the Governments. 
Each piece of property is of necessity sub- 
ject to a tax levied for all legal purposes. 
Now, to collect that tax, ought there to be 
any legal machinery necessary other than a 
general notice that within thirty days from 
the date of the notice all taxes on all taxable 
property within the county will be due and 
payable ; and that all property on which 
such tax shall not be paid within sixty days 
after becoming due and payable will be sold 
for the amount of tax due thereon? Does 
not every man who owns property know that 
there is an annual tax thereon? Does he re- 
quire a special notice describing each piece 
of land he owns to inform him that he has 
not paid his tax? Will not a general notice 
inform him that his taxes are due as well as 
a specific one included in a newspaper with 
100 pages of other similer notices? Why 
not, therefore, abolish all the useless details, 
and bring the collection of taxes down to the 
business form of the collection of any other 
debt or liability ? 

The great error of those who are indiffer- 
ent to this business of defeating taxes is in 
not acquainting themselves with its effect. 
When a tax is levied to meet a given amount 
of appropriations, and any portion of the 
tax is not collected, there is a deficiency 
which has to be met by an additional tax. If 
100 men be taxed $100,000 and seventy-five 
pay and twenty-five escape, then to raise 
the required revenue requires that each of 
the seventy-five who pay, instead of paying 
their just proportion, $1,000 each, shall pay 
$1,334 each. Every time one piece of prop- 
erty escapes taxation the tax on all other 
property is increased. If those persons who 
pay their taxes will bear this factin mind, 
they will in time discover that they are pay- 
ing other people’s taxes.

Why, Mr. Bnmas is said to 
have negotiated a foreign loan of $4,500,000 
on his West Side gas-works, which is proba- 
bly double the capital invested, and yet, in 
selling or leasing to the city, he would un- 
questionably hold that if he could borrow 


worth at least $6,000,000, and probably 
more. Besides the present adyantages 
of leasing the works on such favor- 
able terms, the gas companies would 
secure the still greater advantage of 
having their works, mains, pipes, etc., all 
renewed and enlarged within the term of 
the lease at the cost of the city, and they 
would receive in return property vastly more 
valuable than they originally leased. Mean- 
while another tremendous agency for ring 
politics and for the plunder of the people 
would be placed within tempting reach of 
the bummer politicians. 

The duty of the city officers in this gas 
controversy is perfectly plain. There is no 
reasonable excuse for anybody going wrong. 
The gas companies must be met upon the 
exigencies of the times, the shrinkage in 
values, and the opinion of Corporation Coun- 
sel Anrnony.

money-making. If they are not disposed to 
act sensibly, then let them turn off the gas 
and sue under their oppressive but worthless 
contracts.

At the recent meeting of the National Prison 
Association in New York, complaint was made 
by some delegates from the Central West on 
account of the policy adopted by the Children’s 
Aid Society, in accordance with which homeless 
children are settled in the West. It was al 
leged that Western prisons and reformatories 
were being filled with children from New York. 
In order to correct these statements the mana 
gers of the Children’s Aid Society caused their 
resident Western agent, Mr. C. R. Fur, to 
make a personal examination of the prisons and 
reformatories referred to. His report, which 
lies before us, shows the complaint of the West- 
ern delegates had no justification and no 
foundation in fact. Not one of the 1,600 
prisoners in the Penitentiary at Joliet 
was found to be from the Children’s Aid So 
ciety, although 5,000 children have been placed 
by it in this State. Not one was found im the 
Chicago House of Correstion, or in the State 
Reform School, or in the Indiana State Prisons, 
or in the Michigan Reform School, or in the 
Michigan State Prison. Yet the Soriety has 
placed 6,000 children in Indiana and 4,000 in 
Michigan. The only color of truth in the alle- 
gation of the Western delegates was furnished 
in the fact that one girl from the Children’s 
Aid Society was found in the Women’s Prison 
and Reformatory near Indianapolis, and four 
boys in the Reform School near Plainfield. 
That so few out of so many children sent out by 
the Children’s Aid Society have gone to the 
bad is certainly a sufficient answer to the com- 


plaint.

LANSING, Mich., Aug. 14.—The crops of wheat 


and oats in many localities, as they are finally 


threshed, are far below the average, both in 
quantity and quality. Oats are not as good as 
was expected a few weeks ago. The late ones 
are badly rusted and shrunken. Corn is poor 
on timbered land, in consequence of heavy 
rains in the early part of the season; but is 
looking well on the openings or sandy land.

CLINTONVILLE, III., Aug. 13.— Harvesting has 
nearly drawn to a close; most of the farmers 
have finished stacking. The weather has been 
generally favorable for gathering in crops. * Oc- 
casional showers, however, have prevailed, 
which, attended by warm weather, points tow- 
ards a good corn~<rop in this vicinity. Some 
farmers have already threshed their grain, and 
it seems, from what has so far been threshed, 
that the yield of oats is not near as large as an- 
ticipated. The straw was very heavy, but the 
heads, it seems, were not very well filled, and 
the yield so far does not exceed 35 or 40 bushels 
to the acre. Some oats are reported as being 
light in weight, not weighing over 27 or 28 
pounds to the bushel.

Rolrz, Pocahontas Co., Aug. 6.—We had 
heard of the ravages of the grasshoppers in the 
counties north of us, and were hoping this sec- 
tion of country would escape the pestilence; 
but we were doomed to disappointment. About 
10a. m. they began to fill the air. At 11 the 
whole atmosphere literally swarmed; mvriads 
commenced dropping down, and continued till 
5 p. m. The wheat and oats are mostly all cut; 
but that amounts to but little, as there was but 
a small acreage sown, and that is badly 
blighted. But the corn, of which there 
is larger acreage than ever before, never 
promised a more abundant yield. The farm- 
ers were very hopeful; the corn was their main 
dependence; but now all is dark and gloomy. 
The "hoppers have already eaten almost all the 
leaves, tassels, and silk from the ends of the 
ear, and that, too, in less than six hours. If 
they stop thirty-six hours, our whole corn-crop 
is devoured.

DR. M' VICKAn. 


Investigation Before the Commit - 
tee of the Council. 


Messrs. Lander and Leracy Swear to 
Statements Already Published. 


They Are Contradicted by Dr. McVickar 
and Peter Downey. 


The Oommittee Will Report Its Conclusions 
to the Council. 


* 


The Committee on County Relations and 
Health, to whom the investigation of the charges 
against Dr. McVickar, the Health Commission- 
er, was intrusted, met yesterday afternoun. 
Ald. Throop presided, and the other members 
present were Ald. Rosenberg, Beidler, and Cul- 
lerton. Mayor Heath and other prominent gen- 
tlemen connected with the City Government 
were present, and there was a good representa- 
tion ef the general public. Mr. William II. 
King appeared in bebalf of Dr. McVickar, and 
City-Attorney Tuthill examined the witnesses 
for the Committee. The chief accuser, Mr. 
Lander, had a lawyer to look after his side of 
the case, but it was early decided that he was 
simply a witness in the inquiry and should give 
his evidence without legal aid. 

MR. GEORGE LANDER 

was examined first. the other witnesses being 
sent into the aute-room during his testimony. 
He said his occupation had been that of a 
scavenger for the last ten years. Before that 
time he dealt in cattle. About the 25th of last 
month he was at the office of the Board 
‘of Health. Dr. McVickar asked him to 
go into his room, and after witness had done 
so the Doctor began a conversation about his 
machine, stating that if it worked all right he 
(Dr. Mev.) would recommend it and publish it 
in the papers. Dr. McVickar said he thought 
witness had a pretty good thing, and that if he 
would * $100 a month he could make it all 
right. itness refused to comply with this de- 
mand, and the Doctor went on to state that the 
contract would be a good thing if it was not in- 
terfered with by the other contractors. Wit- 
ness had not used any 1 means to influ- 
ence the Aldermen to give him the scavenging 
contract. 

The City Attorney put a number of questions 
on this point, but the witness kept to his an- 
swer. 

Ald. Cullerton—How is this going to reach 
Dr. McVickar? 

The Chairman—I want to have everything 
explained in connection with the Health De- 


partment. 
Ald. Rosenberg—We are not here to try any 


one. 

Ald. Cullerton—If we are here to try no- 
body, what’s the use of the investigation? 

The City Attoruey—I am acting under the in- 
structions of the Mayor and the Committee. 

The Chairman—I want to probe this whole 
thing to the bottom. . 

Mr. King—I am anxious that everything tend- 
ing to prove my client guilty of any crime should 
come out. 

Ald. Cullerton—Well, I don’t want to stay 
here ali night, and 1 think we should keep to 
the charges. 

The examination of the witness then con- 
tinued. He stated that, seven or eight years 
ago, he paid money to the Health Officers for the 

rivilege of scavenging. Each scavenger had 
is friend in the officer who attended to his in- 
terest. Witness paid $1,000 to Frank Rauer, who 
was a Health Inspector about that time. 
He had never paid money since the recent con- 
tract; he thought, however, that the scaven- 
gers had “ greased” the Inspectors. He had 
access to the books for the purposes of his 
business, but this privilege was stopped July 
31, when notice was given that the contract was 
null and void. He appealed to Dr. McVickar 
about this, and askcd what were the grounds 
for his not being allowed tosee the books. The 
Health Superintendent replied that the Law 
Department had decided the contract to be in- 
valid. On the 2d of August, when five or six 
scavengers were present, Dr. McVickar stated 
that he did not want any of them loafing around 
as the contract was invalid. Witness remainc 
some time, and the Doctor looked a little 
jealous. He told the Health Commission- 
er that he must come to the office, as it was the 
only place where he could get information about 
his work. After afew words witness was forci- 
bly ejected from the room. Witness returned 
the next day, but did not see Dr. McVickar, 
there was no fear of seeing that gentlemen, as 
he did not attend to his business. He got a per- 
mit to look at the books. Some days after Dr. 
McVickar made the proposition to him he met 
that gentleman, who said. I guess you are sorry 
you did not accept my proposition, Mr. Lan- 
der.“ Witness had many conversations With 
Mr. Hooke, and received a — many hints. 
For instance, Mr. Hooke. said on one or two oc- 
casions, If anybody puts money into my pocket 
I shall not object to it.“ 

In answer to Ald. Cullerton, witness said he 
had been told that the contract was null and 
void, but his lawyer held a different opinion to 
that entertained by the Law Department. Mr. 
Tuthill had told him tne contract was null and 
void, but Mr. Jamieson said it was not; he 
didn’t know which to believe. 

THE MEN HE TOLD OF JT. 

The City Attorney asked witness if he had 
told any one about the conversation with Dr. 
McVickar. He was beginning to enumerate 
several persons, beginning with Fred Grimm, 
when Mr. King objected to such testimony, as 
anything witness might have told another per- 
son in the absence of Dr. McVickar could have 
no weight in the investigation. 

The City Attorney said they were not trying 
Dr, MeVickar, but merely trying to get at all 
the circumstances connected with the matter. 

Mr. King then subjected the witness to a 
searching cross-examination. He never paid 
any money to Dr. MeVickar. He had offered 
money to one or two Health Officers in fun; as 
much as $3 and $4 a job. He never knew of 
any money being paid to any officers, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. : 

Mr. King—Who is Moses Hooke? What does 
he do? 

Witness—He attends to his business pretty 
poorly. [Laughter.] Mr. Lander adhered to 
his statement with reference to Mr. Hooke. 
He thought the contract was sound, and that 
Dr. McVickar had no right to reluse him access 
to the books. | 

JEREMIAH LARACY 

was next called and examined by City-Attorney 
Tuthill. Witness stated that on or about the 
25th of last April, when the bids for the scav- 
enging were opened, he was sitting in the hall 
connected with the Health offices. Downey 
and Dr. McVickar stepped into the hall, and the 
latter, producing a roll of bills, said, “I 
didn’t know you leit this yesterday.” 
Downey said That's all right, you had better 
keep it.“ McVickar said No, I don’t want it. 
If you have a good horse I should like to have 
it. I have one that is good enough for carrying 
slops, and you can take that.“ Downey then 
took the bills and put them in his pants pocket. 
Witness never paid any money to Dr. McVickar 
or any other officer connected with the Health 
Department. 

The cross-examination did not shake the wit- 
ness’ testimony. 

ALEXANDER BUCHER, 

artner of Mr. Lander, was the next witness. 

e stated that he had never paid any money to 
any officer of the city in order to secure a con- 
tract or to secure any advantage. He heard Dr. 
McVickar say to Lander one day “if you accept 
the proposition you won't lose anything by it. 
He only knew what the proposition was from 
what his partrér bad told him. 

Witness, in cross-examination, said he could 
not swear that it was Dr. McVickar who made 
the remark. Lander had told him it was. He 
thought the gentleman sitting there (Dr. McV.) 
was the one whom he had overheard. 

T. J. HANAFIN, 
foreman of William Laracy, next gave evi- 
dence. He testitied that he knew nothing of 
Downey paying Dr. McVickar 1 or of any 
one doing so, neither did he, of his own per- 
sonal knowledge, know that money had been 
offered to the Health Commissioner or any 
other officers of the Health Department. 
. Ww. MERVILLE, 

ex- Secretary of the Board of Health, was next 
called. He knew of no money being paid to Dr. 
McVickar or any other officer for any improper 

urpose. While Mr. Hooke was a member of the 
ey that gentleman was employed 
to attend to Mr. Downey’s business.

Hooke used to keep Downey’s books and 
pay off his men. There was no secret about 
this arrangement. Witness did not think there 
was anything improper about this; he some- 
times helped Mr. Hooke and got pay for it. 

The City-Attorney—Do you koow of any act 
done by. Dr. Me Vickar that you consider illegal! 

Witness—That is a very comprehensive ques- 
tion. 

Q.—That is just what I want. State what you 
know! A.—I should prefer you putting it in 
another way. 

Q.—We want to get at the bottom of this 
thing, and wish to have everything you know. 
A.—As an illustration, I should say it was im-

Instead of consenting to pay me $100, which he 
claims I demanded.—I who he knew controlled 
matters in the office.—he offers some ten of my 
subordinates who obeyed my orders $3 apiece for 
every job they would furnish him, —a sum which, 
aggregated monthly, would far exceed $100, for 
one man alone last week furnished in one day seven 
jobs, anda discharged policeman is realizing $6 a 
oy for similar services.

If Mr. Laracy says he heard me say to Downey in 
an open hail in presence or hearing of others, pay- 
ing him back money, that I would not take his 
money, but if he would give me a horse I would go 
for him, he tells a very improbable story, and 
stamps me in addition to rogue as fool. few 

I never received any money from Mr. 
Downey, I never offered to do anything for him for 
a consideration, I never asked him for-a horse, and 
he never gave me one. 

And pow as to the animus or motive on the part 
of this man Laraty to assail me. He is employed 
at $74 per day to remove the garbage from a certain 
district; he does it imperfectly and not well; fre- 
quent complaints are made about his work, and 1 
advised him if be did not do it better I would 
discharge him; thie I saw at once vexed 
him, and he left me with angry words. He claim- 
ed pay fora day's work that I refused to allow 
him. This did not, of course, mollify him much. 
It is worthy of remark that these gentlemen who 
are assailing me for wrong-doing have some per- 
sonal feeling or pique urging them on, above and 
beyond a consideration for truth and honesty and 
the public good.

The gentlemen are confident 
that it can be done, and Mr. Chesbrough esti- 
mated the cost of the work at about $300,000. 
Some of them proposed that the kers, 
slaughterers, and fertilizing- establishment 
owners be compelled to burn all their 
refuse. Some of the proprietors of fer- 
tilizer-makers do at present burn the 
gases generated in their works, and the Com- 
mittee, or a part of them, think that a similar 
process could be applied to all refuse.

RAILROADS. 


MISSOURI RIVER RATES. 

The information given in Tun Tamer of 
last Friday, that the roads leading to Missouri 
River points and beyond had again violated the 
agreement entcred into a few days previous, 
and that rates were being cut as extensively as 


ever, created considerable surprise in railway 
circles, as it had been the impression that these 
roads had hal enough of war, and would be 
glad to maintain the rates hereafter. The roads 
leading to Missouri River points from 
Chicago and St. Lonis have been fighting 
in regard to freight rates for at least two 
years. Every two or three weeks the Freight 
Agents of these roads met either here or St. 
Louis and recemented friendly relations, but no 
sooner had the Convention adjourned than they 
were again at their old tricks, cutting the then 
established rates. The main cause that these 
roads cannot come to terms is the fact that the 
General Freight Agents of some of them are 
. of each other, and each wants to do the 
argest amount of business. To secure this, 
special rates are privately given to large ship- 
pers, and when this is found out a general war 
is the result. While the managers of the roads 
are really sick of this state of affairs, yet it is 
surprising that they take no decisive measures 
to have it changed. Theycan do it easily 
enough. They only have to order their General 
Freight Agents to maintain the rates and make 
no cut under any pretense whatever. A meet- 
ing of the General Superintendents and General 
Freight Agents of these roads has been called 
to be held at the Grand Pacific Hotel to-day, 
and a strong effort will be made to have this 
cverlasting war come to an end. 
nave — 
THE IOWA POOLED LINES. 

The Chicago, Rock, Island & Pacific, Chicago 
& Northwestern, and Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroads, better known as the Iowa 
pool lines, have a very pretty little 
fight on band regarding the Centen- 
nial passenger rates from Omaha. The 
tariff rates from Omaha to Philadelphia 
and return are $57. But it seems that the 
roads leading via Chicago have been in the habit 
of making lower rates (privately) to large par- 
ties. They lately made a rate fora party of 
Masons or —— Boag the sort at $44.80 from 
Omaha to Philadelphia and return, and were 
foolish enough to allow this fact to be an- 
nounced in large posters.

CHICAGO & SOUTHERN BAILROAD. 

The report of the Committee on Railroads, 
recommending the passage of an ordinance au- 
thorizing the Chicago & Southern Railroad to 
lay down tracks near the Bridewell, was taken 
up, and the ordinance passed.

THE CONSUMERS’ GAS COMPANY. 
The following was received from His Honor 


the Mayor: 

GENTLEMEN: I return-you herewith, without my 
approval, the ordinance passed onthe 11th inst. 
entitled“ An ordinance concerning the Consum- 
ers’ Gas-Light and Coke Company,” for the rea- 
son that its provisions are not, in my judgment, 
sufficiently explicit to guard the interests of the 
city and the public. 

Iam informed by the officers of the Law Depart- 
ment that thie ordinance has never been submitted 
to them at any time, and is found on examination 
to bea grant of a valuable franchise without any 
limitations or restrictions whatever. 

The first section of the ordinance gives them the 
right 10 lay its gae-mains, feeders, service- 
pipes, etc., on any of the streets, alleys, lands, 
avenues, parks, squares. public ways, or grounds 
of the city, subject to snch restrictions and condi- 
tions as are or may be lawfully imposed upon 
the Chicago Gas-Light and Coke Company, and 
the People’s Gas-Light and Coke Company.” 
There is no ordinance in existence in regard to the 
Chicago Gas-Light and Coke Company, and never 
was. That Company was chartered by the General 
Assembly of the State in 1849, and derived all 
its pees from the State. The People's Gas-Light 
and Coke Company was chartered in 1855, and there 
was an ordinance passed in 1858 allowing it to lay 
down its mains, pipes, etc., in the streets, sub- 
ject to certain restrictions, and wiring it to re- 
store streets, etc., to their original condition. 
etc.:“ebut in 1865 the Legisiature amended 
the ch 3 ivin them the right- to lay 
down their pipes in the streets, etc., with 
the consent of the Council, and although 
the ordinance of 1858 yas never been repealed, and 
although the city has the power to control the 
streets and their use, we think that, when any per- 
son or corporation asks for the privilege of tearing 
up the streets for any purpose, it should be 
done under the direction of the city and with their 
knowledge and consent, and that each and eve 
company should be dealt with on their merits, and 
not with reference to anybody else. 

We are legisiati and transacting the public 
business in the light of to-day. enty-seven 
years age, when} the Chicago Gas-Light and 
Coke mpany obtained its charter, and 
even as late a6 1855 and 1865, when 
the People’s Gas-Licht and Coke Company 
was chartered and amended, the propriety re- 
stricting corporations in the exercise of their 
powers was not as well understood as now, and I 
think it doubtfal if the General Assembly would 
now, by a general law, authorize any gas com- 
pany to make its own terms with the public, or 
allow them to tear up streets to lay their pipes and 
mains, without at least restoring them to their 
1 condition at their own expense. 

he thitreenth clause of Art. V. of the present 
charter of the — clearly contemplates that the 
City Council shall regulate the matter of opening 
streets and laying gas-pipes, an d when could there 
be a more opportune moment to settle thie than 
when called upon to deal with the very subject? 

There is no apprehension that the Ad gas com- 
panies will neediesaly interfere with the streets, 
for their mains and pipes are already laid on every 
paved stréet in the city, and there would be no in- 
ducement for them to do so; but the same thing 
would not hold good with a new gas company, be- 
cause they would have every inducement to select 
the richest and best improved —— of the city 
to commence operations in order to ifisure a speedy 
return for their outlay. 

Sec. (of the ordinance is deceptive, and the 
bond which is there contemplated provides simply 
for holding the city harmless from an 
that may arise as provided for in Sec. i. Nos, 
no damages are provided for at all in that section, 
and it is an attempt to make all their responsibili- 
tles sudject to such restrictions and conditions 
as are or may be lawfully imposed upon the Chi- 
cago Gas- Light and Coke Company and the People's 
Gas-Light and Coke Company.” If we were deal- 
ing with those Companies to-day under the like 
circumstances as we are dealing with this Company, 
you would undoubtedly subject them to different 
restrictions than they are now under: but one 
thing is certain: that, in case of any difficulty in 
the future which may involve the question of dam- 
ages, the City of Chicago ought not to be called 
upon to determine the rights and liabilities of 
more than one oq me at a time. Under these 
circumstances the bond of the Company might as 
well have been $5, 000 as $500, 000. 

I have never seen the charter of thie Company, 
and do not know what it contains, or whether it is 
a foreign or domestic corporation. 

Sections 5 and 8 seem to imply that there are or- 
dinances in existence having special application to 
the two old gas companies, when, as a matter of 
fact, as we have shown, none such exist or ever did 
exist, except the one paseed in 1858S relating tothe 
People's Gas Light and Coke Company, above re- 
ferred to, and it seems to me unwise to depend up- 
on future legislation in order to regulate and con- 
trol them. 

Stripped, then, of its verbiage, this ordinance is 
simply an unlimited grant to this Company with- 
out a single guard or restrietion about it, and does 
not compel the Company to repaira single pave- 
ment that they tear up, orto put up evena red 
light to warn the publicof the pitfalls that they 
may create, and, in this respect, is in striking 
contrast with the provisions of the ordinance passed 
at the same meeting by your honorable body re- 
lating to the Coke Gas Light Company. 

This ordinance should, therefore, in my opinion, 
be amended so as to embody in it the main features 
of that ordinance, and should make it subject to 
all present and future general ordinances of the 
city relating to gas companies, reserving the right 
to appoint inspectors, making them put up bar- 
riers, and restoring the streets and pavements to 
as good a condition as they were in before bein 
disturbed, ctc., and, in short. should — 
as nearly as practicable in its provisions with the 
ordinance concerning the Coke Gas-Light Com- 
pany. 

The nndertaking on the part of this Company to 
furnish gas at therate of $1.50 per 1. 000 cubic 
feet is a most valuable feature of the ordinance. 
and should be preserved. 

If the ordinance is amended inthe manner I have 
indicated, I shall be most happy to give it my ap- 
proval. M. Heatr, Mayor.
